of rude earthen ware under that tree at the 
depth of about three feet ; requested us to 
*dig it rtp, and charged . us to so examine 
the ground that we should know we were 
not imposed upon, and that it had not been 
burred there since the tree grew. The tree 
was surrounded by o sward of deeply root- 
ed grass such as is usually found in the 
openings, and. upon the most critical ex-

The case was found imbedded in indura-

ed to have undergone the action of fire, 
and fell in pieces after a few minutes ex- 
posure to the" air.

We examined a.3_' we* dug "all -the way 
with the in most 'Care, , and we ~’s¥y^ .wit h 
utmost coefidencp that no part of the e y arth 
through which we dug exhibited any sign 
or indication that it hud beenrnoved or dis- 
turbed at any time previous. The roots 
of the tree stuck down on every side very 
closely extending below the case. and close- 
iy interwoven with roots from other trees. 
None of them had been brak.en or cm away. 
No clay is. found in the country like that 
of which the case is made. 

.In fine, -we-found- an alpbabetie-and pie- 
lorial record, carefully, cased up, buried 
deep in tho earth, covered with a flat stone, 
with an oak tree one foot in diameteiMgrbw- 
in over it, with every evidence that* the 
sense can give that it has lain as long as* 
that tree has been growing. Strang took 
no .pan. in' the digging, but -kept entirely 
away from before the first blow wasstruek 
till after the plates were taken out of the 
cas^e; and the sole inducement to our digg* 
irg was our faith in his bt.tement.as a 
Prophet of the Lord, that a record would 
thus and there be found.

communicated Sidney Rigdon, whose tank 
compares with that of vice President, cast 
down the high council, which ranks with the 
Senate and Supreme court, took Amasa 
Lyman in among themselves, . whose rank 
(if he had any) was much like that of a 
member of the cabinet, and ask people to 
believe they are keeping up the order of 
the church* Oh I consistency! 

To make the conduct of the Govern- 
ment on the death of President Harrison 
parallel to that of the church on the death 
of Joseph, all the embassadors from the U 
S. to foreign countries shteuld have Return- 
ed and assumed the^eSns of government, 
impeached vice President Tyler for deign- 
ing to still hold his office, taken Mr. Web- 
ster, the minister of stale, in among them 
themselves; set the collectors of Customs 
at New York and Philadelphia, to preside 
over the Senate (as the twelve set the two 
chief Bishops to preside over the high coun- 
cil, )and degraded the Senate below them- 
selves and assumed to dictate all the affairs 
of the nation in all the world. 

To carry out the absurdity in all its parts

Well, is he one of them ? - That is rather 
uncertain. 

Amasa Lyman by some means grew to 
be considered a counsellor to Joseph. On 
the death of Joseph, the Twelve were wil- 
ling to let Rigdon and Lyman set with them 
but hoi above them. Rigdon would not do 
it, but Lyman did. At the October confer- 
ence 1841, votes were taken on all the 
Twelve separately by name to sustain* them, 
severally as members of the Twelve, and o 
they werecartied unanimously. Times and

“ Moved by Elder H. C. 'ffimball, that 
Elder Amasa Lyman stand in Ais lot . The 
motion was seconded. ” 

“ President Young said by way of ex- 
planation, that Elder Amasa Lyman is ones 
of Twelve just in the same relationship as 
he sustained to the first Presidency . He ia 
one in our midst, and a counsellor with us.” 

“The, motion was then presented and car- 
ried unanimously.” 

Since that time he has there been recog- 
nized as one of the Twelve, though there 
were twelve without him. Some .suppose 
he stands in Lyman Wright’s place, but he 
was unanimously sustained at the same con- 
ference, and has not been rejected since. 
Others think, he stands in Wm. Srmth’ti 
place. But he was also unaimously sus- 
tained at the same conference, and it was 
not till about the time of the October con- 
ference 18*5 that they prepared to drop 
him. 

By the way who ordained Amasa Lyman, 
and to what office! I can find no evidence 
that he was ever ordained a counse llor. But 
suppose he was; ordaining biro to one priest- 
hood does not give him another. Who or* 
dained him an Apostle ? No one. The 
conference vgt^d to sustain him in his lot, 
which was not an Apostlcship. Certainly 
a roost singular, mode of obtaining the 
Apostlcship, or any otbej^prmslhood in thin

In the epiatle of the Twelve of Aug. 15 
1844, (see Tend S of that date,) the ar- 
gument against a successor to Joeopb is sta- 
ted in these words: 

Let no man presume for a moment shat 
his place will be filled by another; for re- 
member be stands m his own place and al- 
ways will; and tbe twelve Apostles of this 
dispensation stand in their own places, and 
always will, both in time and eternity, to 
minister, preside, and regulate the affairs of 
,|be whole church.” 

This rale applies to tbe twelve as well at 
to the Presidency, and consequently Pat- 
ten’s place conid not be filled Jjy another 
any mote than Joseph’s But says some 
one, Lyman Wight was appointed only to 
stand in Patten’s place on earth, and Patten 
will sffsnd in his own p*ace in the kirgdom 
of God. What says the revelation? “It is 
my will that my servant Lyman Wight should 
continue in preaching for Zion, in the spirit 
of meekness, confessing mo before the 
world, and I will bear him up as on eagle’s 
wings, and he shall beget glory and honor 
to himself, and unto my name, that when 
lte shall finish his work, I may receive him 
unto myself, even as I did my setvant Da- 
vid Patten, who is with me at this time.” — 
D and C p 386, 2d ed. 

Yes, he is to get glory to himself ; 
God will receive him as he did his servant 
Patten, that is with ms priesthood, (the 
Apostleship.) which nornan takrth from him. 

At the October conference 1841, a reso- 
lution was carried under the advice of the 
Twelve, “that Elder Lyman Wight be sus- 
tained in his office to All the place of El- 
der D. W. Patten, (martyred,) but not to 
take his crown.” 

They have assumed that there is no suc- 
cession in the Priesthood for the purpose of 
getting rid of the necessity of a successor 
to Joseph, and coming to an apostle who is 
a successor to another who fell a martyr to 
the faith, ihcy attempt tu remo ve the effect 
of the evidence, by assuming that he is on- 
ly a temporary substitute. But in so doing 
they have changed, not removed, the diffi- 
culty. If David Patten, .as a martyred apos- 
tle has a successor to finish his work on 
earth, while he is ministering to the world 
of Spirits, so should Joseph, ss a martyred 
President, have a successor to finish bis 
work on earth, while ho is ministering to 
the world of spirits. And the conference 
who were so very careful to prevent Pitten’s 
successor from taking his crown, should 
have also voted, if they would be consistent 
with themselves, “That Elder James J. 
Strang be sustained in bis office, to fill the 
place of Elder Joseph Smith, (tm ft yred)buf 
not to take his crown.”

In August 184 1 Brigham Young called 
on all the saints to gather at Nsovoo and 
predicted the strengthening of the city one 
hundred fold. In October,* more than a 
year after he said they were an obedient 
people and haikcncd to counsel wall; and 
he counseled them all to abandon the city 
because they could not stay there. The 
city had not been strengthened sad was 
saved from des true! ion only by agreeiegto 
abandon it to their enemies neat spring. 
Duiing nearly all this time Strang was de- 
counted as an apostate for saying Vote# 
was the place for gathering and refuge ap- 
pointed of Gwd, and that the gathering at 
Njuvoo ought to cease. 

At tbe April conference 1915, Brigham 
Young in a speech to tbe conference at 
large published ia the T 4s S» predicted a 
very healthy and prosperous season to 
Nauvoo. In October the conference at 
that place put forth their circular In tbs 
Church calling oaJhern to leave the place 
In consequence of their persecutions and 
sufferings. And in that circular tbsy

PREPARATION OF THE GOSPEL OP 
- PEACE. , ^_T< 

In the speech of Hebei C. Kimball be- 
fore the April Conference 1845, occur the 
following remarkable words: 

^ThoreforeJet not any j_man, foam this 
tjm e -henceforth/ . come i&y its and ask, 
‘shall I go to preaching ? [want to go 
down country, shall I go?’ ; No; you must 

toi»e done for the c.hurch, or to save some* 
body’s life. We all go for that, but upon 
any other business, it is not necessary.— * 
Tbiscoutiseiis good for us to observe, that 
wo stay in the city or somewhere else, in 
this country* 

What is the object do you suppose of 
making the proclamation for all the saints 
to gather >o r from-all t he United Stales, if 
we want to send them back again? We 
want them hero, that they may help us to 
buifd the Temple, and the Nauvoo House; 
and want them to bring their firelocks, and 
learn Her use ihem, and keep them well 
cleaued andloaded, and primed, so that they 
will go off the first shot, that every man 
may be in readiness, and prepared, that is, 
army man shod with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace; (holding up hi3 cane as a 
sample;) that is the way. — [TA* S; page 
371. : 

His cane was a regular shooting iron. 
Iq my travels 1 have met elders who carried 
pistols and six shooters and showing them 
boasted that they were shod with the prep- 
aration of the gospel of peace. All these 
things bring scandal and persecution on 
the church. This preparing for war, and 
occasionally sending out a defiance has 
done more thqn all other causes together 
to bring destruction on the Chuoch. They 
are the prolific sources of nearly al l the 
troubles the brethren huve been involved in 
since the death of Joseph and given a col- 
or of excuse though not the least- justifica- 
tion to the resolution to dri ve tbem from the 
state. The peaceable disposition so unex- 
pectedly shown by them at the death of Jo- 
seph and Hyrum disarmed the violence of 
those times; made friends ofall the best men 
i a the Unionpnd sived the city of Nauvoo 
from destruction. One man can put down 
more mobs tiy preaching peace than all 
Hancock county can fight do wo, so it is un- 
derstood he is really sincere. If any one re- 
ally believes in this spiritual or sectarian 
interpretation of the scripture?; f hope ho 
he will try to learn what- the preparation 
of the Cosyel of peace w not from new 
tight mormqns but by reading attentively 
the M chapter ©f Ephesians.

P. P. PraSLio his speech before the last 
fall’s Conference aiNauvoo stated that 
when the Skints left Missouri they 'entered 
into a “Covenant not to, cea^e th^ir exer- 
ti.ons till every Saint who wished to go' 
was removed which was done, ,r ahd he adds 
‘wf are .better off now than we were then,’ 
and . - . 

“On motion, it was unanimously resol- 
ved (by the Conference) that this people 
remove en masse to'the west. 

“On motion it was unanimously resol- 
ved, that we take all the saints with us to 
the extent of our ability, that is our influ- 
ence and property f » — Circular of last Oc- 
tober/ ‘ 

How is this promise to be kept? That 
w it hou t sli nTldTn- 
duce those to go who have means to im- 
parl. Nor has thefe been much scruple 
ns to the kind of influence used. Elders 
have cone through the country appealing 
not only to supposed religious obligations, 
but to cupidhy^nnd avarice, to sensuality, 
to fear, -to revenge and bipod thirstness to 
almost every passion of the human hearty 
to get those started who have means of 
their own, -to go with. 

To one is promised land without stint or 
measure in the rich vales of California, to 
another the misnamed celestial OttDER 
with all its sensuality, to another an ex- 
emption from national laws, and to the am- 
bitions a ^new empire to be set up in the 
w_e9t. 

But to the fearful and the b’.ood thirsty 
it is said that millions of Indians are wait- 
ing only for the exodus of the Saints, when 
they will come down on the nation to des- 
troy. Brelheren who till now have lived in 
peace and sefely are made to believe that 
these Indians and the Elders who will lead 
them are the Angels of destruction who 
shall go through the land and none shall 
be able to deliver out of their hands: that 
they shall seize upon the wealth of the 
land and give it to the church; and thus 
shall the riches of the Gentiles be consecra" 
ted to the Lord,and that they shall slay all 
iha men and-tbe old women and take the 
young women for wives and thus shall 
they become a delightsome people. Fearful 
women are really convinced that the only 
mode of saving their daughters from Indi- 
an prostitution and their sonsfromthe tom- 
ahawkfisfcy fleeing from this devoted land, 
to the hoTes of tb„ese same Indians before 
they leave their fastnesses. And all this 
is deduced frpm divers texts of the old pro- 
phets witirso much Skill and ingenuity as to 
deceive not pnly silly women hut men of 
teally sterling ptorth* 

But what of the poor? Qh, nothing only 
those faithful Shepherds the Twelve now 
propose to leave them behind to share the 
destruction of the ungodly.

sily lie in consequence of the many gross 
injuries the saints have received at the 
bands of the- people and officers of this na- 
tion. . 

Perfecily persuaded that such, an Under- 
taking must prove a ruinous failure, we have 
mourned when we saw itgoi ng on. If there 
was any command of God for it, we should 
haye, faith against the most discouraging 
prospects. But on_the mere contrivance of 
men, we can have nothing tp. do with it : — 
Yet knowing the many unfounded prejudi- 
ces existing, in the public mind against the 
church, we ‘Saveli been unwilling to add this 
to the list of complaints against them. Cer- 
tain articles have recently appeared ip the 
Times and Seasons so clearly showing-such 
to .be their intention that jt can n.o longer 
be leemed a secret. 

Some of the leading pofiticar papers 
which have neve.r here jtofore_shown any hos- 
tile feelings towards the church are out on 
this subject. But it was entirely unneces- 
sary to wait for any expression from there 
to know what course the government would 
take in the premises, or what would be. the 
result. Whatever the elders who are out 
for recruits may sa y, the twelve have not 
had the hardihood to. pretend, that they were 
going by the command of God, or that h© 
had promised them his shield to cover them. 
How then are they to contend against the 
most powerful naliou on the continent? The 
entire arrangement for the exodus contero^ 
plated a company of only 12,500 persona, 
which would make perhaps 4000 fighting 
meu and boys There 4s no rational proba- 

bility that ope &hird this number wjlL_.eiftr„ 
cross the Missouri. But suppose they do, 
how can they stand against a nation? They 
could hardly defend themselves against the 
Indian tribes. It is understood however 
that the U. S. Government are fully inform*, 
ed of their intentions, and that should they, 
go out in force a regiment of rangers would 
accompany tberp, and raise tbeJU. S. stand* 
ard wherever they settle, if they stop witb- : 
in the national boundary. 
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‘ Truth shall prevail.’' 


THE FUTURE. 


We have spoken of the past and talked 
of its errors till the subject is sickening. 
This was not because we delighted in ex- 
posing our brethien’s faults,- but because it 
was the only way in which'- the unwary 
could be saved from destruction. Shall 
t here be evil in the city , and § ha I L-.no t . the 
watchman cry aloud? 

But we turn to the future, with its toils 
and its hopes. The first thing to be done 
is to' renovate the Church. Not to build up 
a new Church, but to upbuild'the old ac- 
cording to the pattern. There must be a 
high Council of the Church organized . ac- 
cording to the Law of God.- There must 
be a" Presidency and high Council in each 
of the Stakes. The Presidencies of the 
several priesthoods and quorums of the 
Church must be filled. The Seventies 
must be thoroughly- reorganized according 
to the vision shown to Joseph, (See D & C, 
Sec. 3, p 43.) In all this.e^ery man reg- 
ularly appointed by competent authority 
must stand according to the law of the 
Church. [D & C S 3 p 44.] The U. S. 
must be divided into regular districts of 
convenient size and a High Priest appoin- 
ted to preside over each district, and a suffi- 
cie nt number of Elders -placed under -his 
direction to .preach wherever people will 
hear. One thousand Elders are required 
for this work the present season, and can 
obtain their support of the people among 
whom they labor. Will they come forward 
1o the. words of God. It is not so hard a 
yoke as those. will wear who run away 
from God, 'take the Gospel from the Gen- 
tiles and perish'in the. wilderness. Those 
who will go should forward their names to 
the Presidency at Veree at the earliest op 
porluhity,„and if they have any choice of 
the place of labor, should mention it. Let 
all state what priesthood they hold. 

It* is;deemed . important also to send a 
st rong,.band;of Elde rs to Canada; another 
to Great Britain and another to Norway. 
We desire also to send out a mission to 
several Continental Countries in Europe, 
to India, to China, to Australia, to the Pa- 
cifi(flslands, to Oregon, and to western Af- 
rica. Where are the laborers? Will they 
respond to our call? We know they will. 
If these will not, God -will reject them and 
raise up others who will. - •

It is not even necessary to ap- 
peal from it, tor the judgment being a mere 
nullity there is nothing to appeal from. 

_A member, can no more be excommu- 
nicated for acknowledgingJames J. Strang 
as President of the church than he could 
two years ago for acknowledging Joseph 
Smith, for in each, case he obeys the re- 
quirements of Gods law. 

Members of the church cannot be cut 
off for any cause whatovor by merely get- 
ting up accusations against them, in their 
absence and voting to excommunicate 
them. If tney cannot be found to be noti- 
fied of the proceedings against them, it 
would at tho .least bo necessary to make 
public proclamatipn for them before pro- 
ceedings are had, and if appearing they 
are refused the opportunity of speaking and 
introducing evidence in their own favor it. 
vitiates the proceedings. 

Consequently the proceedings had in 
the Temple a few weeks since when voles 
wore icalleffto .cut off several members of 
fheAhurcfi aro of no force whatever. They 
merely: show, what spirit actuates the apos- 
tates concerned therein.

Brethren what do'you believe jibout bap- 
tism forjhe dead? Do you bolievo tho 
word of God by tho mouth of Josoph? or 
will you follow the unreasoned conclusion 
of Brigham? Joseph i has given us the or- 
der by revelation, 'and according to that or- 
der men come forward, and are baptized for 
their deceased friends male and female, and 
women for their deceased friends' male and 
female.

Well then, what has been our course on' 
former occasions? Why, here goos our be- 
loved sisters, and they are baptised in the 
river or in fount for their uncles, for their 
fathers, for their grand-fathers and great 
grandfathers. ° 

Well, now I will take you and confirm 
you for your uncles, for your fathers, for 
your grand-fathers and for your great grand- 
fathers, and let you go; after a while hero 
comes our beloved sisters, saying, I want 
to be ordained for my uncle, and for my 
father, and for my grand father, and groat 
grand father; I want my father ordained to 
the high priesthood, and my grandfather, I 
want to be pattiarch, and you may ordain 
mo a prophet for my uncle! What would 
you think ■about all that, sisters, corno now 
you havo been baptised and confirmed for 
your fatbor, wont you bo ordained for him? 
You could cast on a stocking and finish it. 
You could take wool and card and Bpin it 
and make it* into cloth, N and tliqn mako it 
into garments. A person that commences 
a work and has not ability and power to fiu- 
ish it, only leavos tho unfinished remains os 
a monument of folly. Wc will not com- 
mence a work wo cannot' finish: but lot us 
hearken to the voice of tho spirit and give 
hoed to^his teachings and wo will mako 
ourselves perfect in all things.” — [T. & S

He has no connection with those who 
have recently exercised authority in Nau- 
voo, but regards them a3 usurpers. On the 
death of Joseph Smith, Strang claimed to he 
his successor by virtue of an appointment 
from Smith, but was rejected by the princi- 
pal men in the church with so much prompt- 
ness that most of the church did not hear of 
him at all. Poor, sick and friendless, but 
not discouraged, he 6at down quietly to 
bide his lime and prepare for the future. 
From this time the public scarcely heard of 
him till the first of January, when he came 
out with the first number of the 44 Voree 
Herald.’* This placed him antagonist to 
those in authority in Nauvoo in almost eve- 
ry point, and claiming to exercise authority 
over them, he immediately followed it up 
by summoning the principal men among 
them before him to answer for usurpation. 
Several amoug them, including two of the 
Twelve, responded to the summons, ack- 
nowledged his authority and are now preach- 
ing Strang the Prophet with great success. 
His friends estimate that he has now a 
majority of the church on his side. Teams 
jure crowding to the new place of gathering 
from every direction, and Voree looks more 
like an encampment than a town.

According to the Law of this Church there 
are but seven quorums of seventies. (D. and C. 
Sec. 3, p. 43) During Brigham’s usurpation the 
number has been run up to 33 or 34, and the 
Presidents of seventies from 7 to near 250. A* 
the Conference at Voree, April 6th, 7th and 
8th, the First Presidency wero requested to set 
the seventies in order by ascertaining and put- 
ting in proper place all. who regularly belong to 
the seventies, and will take their place and fill- . 
ing all vacancies. At thg Conference near St* 
Charles, April 12th and 13th, the question camo 
up what was the effect of an ordination to any 
quorum of seventy above the seventh. It was 
held that the ordination teas utterly void, be- 
cause it was to a priesthood which God had not 
authorized in the Church. All such persons, if 
found proper candidates for tho priesthood, 
should be ordained Elders, Priests or Teachers. 
It is presumed that when it is ascertained what 
traveling elder 8 really do belong to the 7 quo- 
rumns of 70, and all others are removed, there 
will bo many vacancies which will be rapidly 
filled with ciders who are willing to travel and 
preach to the nations. 

This is the only course that can be pursued in 
the premises. By the La\v of God there can bo 
but seven seventies, and no one has a right to 
that priesthood except he travel and preach to the 
nations. In all these matters wo desire to fol 
low only the Law of God, fully trusting that 
when lie sees the need of more than 7 seventies 
for the labor of the vineyard he will give us his 
word. Those who havo been regiilarly ordained 
to the seventies and cannot continue to travel 
will be placod in the elder’s quorum.

God will not perform tho oath which he made,, 
nor fulfil the promises you expect at his hands y 
and ye have not an endowment from him. 3d. Yo 
are moved out of your place . 4th.- The candle- 
stick is removed. Nauvoo has ceased to be a stake 
of Zion, and is rejected as a Church with its 
dead. Now remember it is not James that says 
this : it is the Most High God , by the mouth of 
his servant . Joseph. The word was not given 
after the fact, but in 1841- 


Hyde’s Revelation. 

Orson Hyde has brought forth a pretended 
revalalion as a last effort to put down the 
truth and sustain his apostacy, and for the 
first time since the world began a pretended 
command of God to a whole people has 
come forth anonymously. But the mark of 
authorship was too plain to keep it secret. 
Ilyde has not only acknowledged it in public 
but we have in our possession a copy, on 
the back of which he writes that it 44 is 
original and given through” him. 

We learn by the Book of Doctrine and 
Covenants that no one shall be appointed to 
the gift of revalation except it be through 
Joseph; and this shall be a law unto us 
that we receive not the teachings of any 
not thus appointed, as revalations or com- 
mandments ; and this God gave us that we 
might not be deceived, that we might know 
they were not of him, (see 14th p. 2.)-— 
Hyde was not appointed to this gift by 
Joseph, and he does not pretend to have 
been so appointed, and has declared before a 
congregation of thousands in Nauvoo that 
no one was, and never, would be. These 
facts speak 4br themselves. 

The revelation itself contains several com- 
mands the import of all which is that the 
Saints . shall not investigate doctrine or 
principle , any more, but gather up all they 
have and remove westward without de- 
lay. 

But the document asserts that President 
44 Strang, was before of old ordained to 
gather the tares of the field and that the an- 
gels have chosen him to do it.” 44 But his 
spirit and ambition shall soon fail him, and 
he shall be callbd to judgment” Now if 
Satan helps Hyde as he Buys he helps 
Strang, he makes most bungling work ol it 
here. This gathering of tares does not 
lake place till the wheat is .harvested. — 
(D. <fc C. see 4 p. 2.) If Strang is soon to 
fail and go to judgment, he will stand a slim 
chance ofgathering tares after all the wheat 
(Saints) is gathered in the garner. Hyde’s ; 
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epinon to the eontrey notwi&otanding. If 
Odd* has ordained and the angpts chosen 
him to gather the tares he will be' apt to re- 
main till after wheat harvest to do his work. 
Be, careful Brother Orson, or he will bind 
you for the fire. A pretty bundle you would 
make by yourself. 

But Hyde says (and pretends that God 
said iO “ behold James J. Strang hath cur- 
sursea my people by his own “spirit, and 
not by mine. 9 ’ Now Strang has during 
his whole ministry pronounced but one 
curse, and that was expressly upon those 
who as ministers of the gospel, teach that 
fornication and-adultery are ordinances of 
God’s house. Copies of that curse were 
then circulated in Nanvoo and produced 
much excitement and it was in reference to 
that, that Hyde said James J. Strang hath 
not cursed my people by my spirit, but 
by his own. What does he, mean ? That 
the men who as ministers of the gospel 
teach such doctrinee are the people of God 
and that God does not curse them f Yes* 
that is just what he means. 

Having as an apostle of the Lord Jesns 
Christ taught such doctrines and used the 
authority of his priesthood to enforce and 
sanction it, he was a little startled at the 
maledictions of God on his own head, and 
attempts to turn the attention of the people 
from him by saying that Strang has cursed 
the people of God. 

Well here is the curse. Let the thou- 
sands who have in the past 10 months wit- 
nessed its workings on its victims judge 
whether God or man spoke it. 44 As for 
those who, as gospel ministers, have as- 
sumed to teach such damning soul destroy- 
ing doctrines (that deceit, fra ud,Jying, per- 
jury, plundering unbelievers, for- 

nication and adultery are required oy the 
command of God in the upbuilding of his 
kingdom.) In the name of God and the 
Lord Jesus Christ ; may their bones rot in 
the living tomb of their flesh; may their 
flesh generate fronv its own corruptions a 
loathsome life for others ; may their blood 
swarm with aleprouslife of motelike ghast- 
ly corruption, feeding on flowing Hie, gen- 
erating chilling agues and burning fevers. — 
May peace and home be names forgotten to 
them, and the beauty they have betrayed to 
infamy ; may it be to their eyes a' crawling 
mass of putridity and battening corruption,; 
its delicate hues a sickly light that glares 
from universal corruption; its auburn tress- 
es the posthumous growth of temples* of 
crawling worms; its fragrant . breath the 
blast of perdition. Willi desires insatitate 
may each gratification turn to burning bit- 
terness and glowing shame. 

And I prayed onto God saying. Oh God 
curse them not, and let me not raise my 
voice against my fellows. But he said 
curse, curse; CURSE. I will* altogether 
. curse them, until they return unto me, for 
they have perverted my law and deceived, 
my servants ; unto the destroyer shah thou 
deliver them/or their prayer is sin ” 

If Orson Hyde has been teaching the doc- 
trines mentioned above he can tell why Ute 
curses herein mentioned have overtaken 
him and his fellows in iuiquity. The 
matter rests with them and their Gods If 
lie has not taught the decline he need not be 


troubled abotot the curse. Look out Oreoti; 
If we bind up tares we shall he apt to put" 
you into the first bundle.

Conference at Vorec. 

Note, — The sheets. containing the minutes of 
the Conferencojwd the resolutions aro mislaid j 
and os we are now almost ready to go to press, 
must delay their publication tiU the next num- 
ber. Tho following is a synopsis of tho pro- 
ceedings : 

On the sixth day of April, 1840, Con* 
ference assembled at Voree. 

Present— James J. Strang, first Presi- 
dent; Aaron Smith, Counsellor; John E. 
Page, of the Twel ve ; sixteen Highpriests , 
and a large number, of Elders, Prieslsf 
Teachers, &c. 

James J. Strang was appointed President 
of the Conference — and Reuben Miller, 
Clerk. 

Resolutions were unanimously passed, 
sustaining the President, his counsellor 
and all the authorities and quorums of the 
church, which remain in the order establish- 
ed by revelation, providing for setting the 
rest in order, and putting under admoni- 
tion and} suspense, every person holding 
any priesthood in this Church who is in 
rebellion against the Presidency and the 
order of Church government established 
by God . 

A High Council was organized, for the 
trial of Brigham Young , Heber C. Kim- 
ball, Orson Hyde, , Parley P. Frail, John 
Taylor, Willard Richards and George Jl. 
Smith, all members of the quorum of the 
Twelve. 

They were put on trial on charges of 
which the following is an abstract : 

Conspiracy to overthrow the order of the 
Church. 

1. By teaching by counsel and com- 
mandment that Jos. Smith, President, <fcc„ 
of the Church was to have no suc- 
cessor. 

2. Forbidding to examine and to hear 
teachings or arguments on that question. 

3. By assuming that the Twelve as 
Apostles, have power to. dictate all the af- 
fairs of the Church in all the world with- 
out a presidency to direct them. 

4. By denouncing excommunication and 
the curses of God on all who disbelieved 
or examined their pretensions. 

5. By driving with threats and violence 
from the church^and the city of Nauvoo 
such as would pot vote for their .mea- 
sures. 

. Usurpation. 

1. Exercising authority which belongs 
exclusively to Uie First Presidency. 

2. Exercising powers belonging exclu- 
sive to the High Council. 

3. Taking tq themselves the powers and 

‘'duties of the lesser quorums. - 

4. Assuming jurisdiction over president 
James J. Strang and Coun. Aaron Smith, 
over whom they could .have none. 

6. Selling and offering to sell church 
property without authority, find converting 
the same to their individual use. 

0* Commanding the church, in the 


Jgroo of God to go into the ~witdeir- 
nese. * . 

7. Giving a pretended endowment with- 
out authority and altogether out of order. 

- Tfyrtmnpju* Administration. 

Disciplining and excom municatin g 
members of the church who are charged 
with no crime, without any notice of their 
intended proceedings, and without witness- 
es or proof of any kind against them. 

& Unlawful collections of tithing*. 

3. Abolishing the liberty of speech and 
the press by command and violence, 

4. Systematically plundering the church 
of their property for the use of themselves 
and their favorites.

The testimony taken was very volumin- 
ous, and fully sustained all tho charges 
against Young, Kimball and Hyde; and 
the principal part of them against all tho 
persons on trial. 

After a full hearing, and tho remarks of 
six members of the Council, President 
Strang pronounced the xmanimous judg- 
ment of the Council that Brigham Young , 
Heber C. Kimball , Orson Hyde, Parley 
P. Pratt , John Taylor , IHllard Rich- 
ards, and George Smith , be excommu- 
nicated from the Church of Jesus Christ 
of iMlter Day Saints, and be del hired 
over to the bufferings of Satan in the 
flesh. 

Tho proceedings of the High Council 
in the premises were submitted to the 
Conference and CNASmtoustY AFFROvttD.

We are situated this* moment in a very 
jf liar situation — a situation that the thoughti'of 
-ought, perhaps, to make us feel — fed— -well ; 
•• wonderfully «61emn»viilleaot* But, perhaps, we 
don’t -realize that woaro in the presence of *ithe 
prophet, high priest, and seer of the most-high 
* God. 11 We don’t feci queer, a particle — wc arc 
as calm and cool os a cucumber. Indeed, wo tire 
much disposed to quiz our most august visitor, 
notwithstanding he gravely and with the non- 
chalance that is certainly beyond our ingenuity 
to unravel, undertakes to make us believe that 
ho i* Iho prophet of the most high. 

James J. Strang, the Mormon prophet, sits 
beside us.

Take him all in 
all, wc must say if wc had-sccn himjn a crowd 
wo should not have taken him for a prophet, or 
even anything above a common man. There is 
nothing about him to excite attention, and wc 
certainly did not sco anything extraordinary in 
his personal appcar.ancc and address. All men 
know, wc suppose, the re s pec t and awe that nat- 
urally fills the human breast in the presence of 
great or distinguished personages — men known 
to fame and history. . Wc have felt great em- 
barrassment in the presence of superiors, and 
.have no doubt that were wc* in the presence of 
Clay, Polk, Webster, Calhoun, Sir Robert Peel 
or Louis Phillip, instead of James J. Strang, wc 
should feel far from laughing them in the face. 
But wc do feel just that way now, and it is t wc 
think, a very expressive feeling of our opinion 
af this how' Mormon prophet. — Ollaica Consti- 
tutionalist. 

Ah! Don’t feel queer a particle? Dis- 
posed to quiz a man for being a prophet? 
Where did you 'learn manners? “With a 
nonchalance beyond your ingenuity.” Pos- 
sibly your ingenuity does not reach to in- 
tegrity.

Correspondence. 

Cincinnati, March 23d, 1842. 
Dear Brother : 

I rejoice to hear that we have a Prophet, 
and embrace this as a suitable opportunity 
of addressing you a few lines informing yon 
of the state of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints in this place. Here- 
tofore there has been two parties in this 
place, one being for Rigdon and the other 
for the old organization. But on the recep- 
tion of the first number of the Voree Her- 
ald the parties became united, and I think 
there is neither a "man nor a woman in the 
place for Rigdon. The branch meets togeth- 
er in union, and there are but one or two 
persons that I know of who are in favor of 
the California expedilion. 

We have about eight eldere in this 
place including one- High Priest. And 1 
will take the liberty, of asking you if it 
would not be advisable to hold a conference 
at a period not long hence. We are very 
much at a loss to know what course to pur- 
sue at this time, and should any of the el- 
ders with whom yoir are acquainted be 
passing we would take it as a great favor if 
they would call upon us, as I assure you 
they would meet with a favorable recep- 
tion. 

* I would make further enquiry of you rel- 
ative to the town of Voree, whether it is 
laid out yet, and if it is your will, do me a 
kindness by giving me a descripton of the 
iots,_theix jsize, and pr esent value &c.» as 
the members here feel desirous. of obtaining 
an inheritance before it falls into speculators 
hand:?; and we are desirous of knowing the 


Nauvoo, Feb. 1st, 1846. 
Mr. James J; Strang: 

Sir; I have read your paper of January 
“ the Voree Herald;” As far as the theory 
of your claims, as set forth in your paper 
and epistles is concerned, it is, most unques- 
tionably correct; and the only question re- 
maining with me is u , whether or not your 
claims are true in your case. My prayer 
is that the God of Iisrael may deign to stoop, 
to unworthy me, and bear tidings to me in 
your case ; as once he did in the case of 
President Smith and the book of Mormon. 
When I gain that blessing, I shall as fear- 
lessly advocate your cause as I did Presi- 
dent Smith’s. 

That such an appointment is necessary, 
has been settled with me for more than three 
months past, consequently I have taken lit- 
tle or no interest is the councils of the 
church. In the absence of the first presi- 
dency, I Have looked on the church as being 
like a clock without weights, or a watch 
without a mainspring, all stops till they 
are restored, seeing the commandments al- 
ready given, has provided that “ the Twelve 
are to act under the direction of the first 
presidency the question with me is, how 
can they act in this office legally without , 
or in the absence of the first Presidency ,” 
which presidency being necessary through 
“ necessity ,” “ agreeable to the institutions 
of heaven .” 

These reflections, together with an in- 
numerable train of like nature, connected 
with them, which 1 have not space on a 
single sheet to state, have thrown my mind 
into a state that is almost indescribable.-^ 
Suffice it to say, that my bosom has heaved 
with pain and anxiety day and night, my 
mind more or less has been en veloped in a 
gloom to which I was an entire stranger 
while President Smith lived, and yet my 
mind has been as clear, and as rfeutc on 
the subject, nature, and principles of the 
faith as ever it was since 1 embraced it. — 
Finding no succesor of President Smith 
appointed by him according to the revala- 
tions already given, and knowing the ille- 
gallily , of the subaltern authorities,, moving 
forward to effect the work that God design- 
ed in the setting up of this church , I have 
been thrown into a dillemma of mind, from 
which! wish to be, in the due time of tho 
Lord, extricated. * 

For surely if President Smith "did not 
“ appoint” a J*r6phet t Revalator, Trans, 
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laior and Seer”^ in 'hisstead, the whole 
work has come to'a dead'stand^and ajoum- 
cd proceedings sini die (in a legal point of 
light.) 

The' last day of May next will be ten 
years jsi nee I first left my family, and my 
jitile all, to preach., the everlasting gospel. 
From that time until about one year since, I 
have beetTincessantly employed in the vin- 
yard, and have baptized more than one 
thousand souls. I began "my work-in ex- 
treme poverty and have suffered every pri- 
vation imaginable. My family have gone 
through untold Sufferings in my absence, 
and 1 am yet as poor and destitute as when 
I first entered into the ministry. I have 
served this people in all diligence for ten 
years past, thinking most implicitly, that 
whenever I should return to any of the 
stakes of Zion to settle, my labors would be 
appreciated by the church and its authori- 
ties, & I be sustained in my capacity equal 
with my brethren of the same calling. 

I arrived in this place one year ago the 
21st day of December, poor and destitute of 
this world’s goods, at least to that degree 
necessary to occupy my place in the quo- 
rum to which I belong. 

I find my jet black hair faded, to a silver 
gray, my lungs, once like a Lion’s/ are now 
hoarse and faltering, my bodily system, 
once like iron and steel for strength, is now 
more like a child’s ; soft and miserably in- 
firm. I have a wife and three children ; my 
wife is now sick and confined to her 
bed. 

Infirm, I am reduced, to the capacity of a 
mere "menial servant; and to the mostsevere 
hardships to keep body and soul together. 

Tluit saying of “ bleating like sheep by. 
day, and devouring like wolves by night,’’ 
God knows does not' apply to me however 
much it may* to others; I leave others to 
speak for themselves, one thing I do know, 
which is this, my brethren of the same 
quorum appear to enjoy a respnable plenty 
to sustain them in their capacity. I do not 
sav they have Too much, but I do say, that 
I do not enjoy enough. I have always ac- 
ted upon the principles of open, plain, frank 
and punctual reciprocity, expecting for my 
services, that others would tinder a sense of 
duty, serve me" in return, with a sulficincy 
at least, to sustain ‘me in the faithful and 
punctul discharge of the-dnties of my capaci- 
city. I have never studied any intrigue- 
ing craft to gain means, for a livelihood, and 
I now think it loo late in the day to begin. 
If I cannot be. sustained in this way, I must 
most assuredly fail in accumulating a sub- : 
s stance. If ever my present bands of re- 
straint are cut asunder, and I get out from 
under the influence and power of a partial 
despotism, I am fully resolved, to let loose 
my small artillery in an open war of words 
against false principles, not private ch:ir- 
acter, for I am fully aware, that the expo- 
sure of private character, never lends to a 
reformation ; but correct principles form 
•correct characters. 

I believe in the policy of the freedom of 
speech, and the pre3s; with the full assu- 
rance, that truth “ dimond truth ” will pre- 
vail. If I am ever led to receive you, or' 
itay other man as* PresL Smithy succesor, 
I shall most assuredly, improve the first 
opportunity of declaring my principles, rel- 


ative to usages of the church of one mem- 
ber towards another, nhd the reciprocal du- 
ties of the officers to members and the mem- 
bers to the officers.

Brother Strang : 

I have perused with becoming interest 
your several letters sent lo my mother and 
sister Emma; also some of your papers 
with your remarks on the order of the 
church, which clearly evinces the true 
spirit of old Mormonism as far as l can 
discern the faith and doctrine that I have 
been advocating for years, and for which, of 
late my family (mother Smith not excepted) 
have been disfranchised from the church (as 
they call it) by the Twelve, and much 
abused by their infatuated followers. Time 
would fail me to mention ni l- of -the accu- 
mulated wrongs they have inflicted upon a 
poor and helpless family, whose members 
have mostly fallen by the band of a ruth- 
less mob and the treachery of false hearted 
brethren. A few yst remain to suffer by 
the falsehoods heaped upon them, and the 
confiscation of their goods.; their rights of 
church property taken from them, until the 
bleeding heart of an aged mother wrung 
with anxiety & disgust sinks with anguish, 
and faints at the thoughts of a recital of the 
awful tale. Hear it, O ye Latter Day 
Saints: your Mother in Israel,, who oft- 
times has pursed you at her side, and with 
her motherly care and teaching comforted' 
your hearts, must now be driven from your 
midst, penniless — robbed of her inheritance 
in the city of Joseph by the cruelty of your 
‘ rulers. ~ 

On yesterday we were told by a commit- 
tee of two, a Mr. Babbit and a Mr. Hay- 
wood, that unless we would .acknowledge 
the Twelve as the heads of the church, 
Mother Smith could have no inheritance in 
Nauvoo. This, they said, was the counsel 
of the church whom they represent . 

We are branded also with the cpilliot of 
apostates by these men, to drive us from 
the church and trample us under their feet ; 
they assuming the entire control of the 
church, regardless of religion, Of rights and 
the laws of God : regardless, also, of all 
our labofs in the church for years gone 

I shall, if the Lord will, visit your place 
before long, and would he glad to attend 
your conference had I the means of doing 
.so. You may/ be assured that we Tire 
thankful for every kind word. 

My mother and family in general join 
with me rin sending their love to you and 
all the saints scattered abroad. 

We shall all leave this place (Nauvoo) 
for some more heavenly land — the Lord 
kimw.s where* fur 1 believe lie will gather 
the pure in heart anil save them from fur- 
ther ruin.

Movement of ths Mormons.— The M or 
mon Expedition i9 ndvf encamped about 40 
miles from Keoaauqua, Iow«v about fifty 
miles from Nauvoo. From their encamp- 
ment empty wagons are daily returning to 
Nauvoo and some persons have returned on 
loot. ..The notorious Orrin P. RockwelL 
and Jack Redding have returned. On their 
way being asked why they came back, 
they said they were after some scalps . 

The Mormons have now^been encamped 
at Kcosauqua several days. Their meuiP 
hire themselves out to the farmers in ihcr 
neighborhood, and seem disposed to remain 
for some time. There is some mystefy in 
this movement, and much curiosity to know 
wind it means. We suspect that the se- 
cret lies here: when the Twelve arrived at 
Iveosauqua they learned that Bill Smith had 
returned and was figuring largely at Nau- 
voo. They also learned that the Strang- 
ites had gained considerable strength after 
they left. They theref ore deter mined to 
halt and send hack empty wagons for more 
provisions and also send back llveir bullies, 
Rockwell and Redding to frighten certain 
obnoxious persons out af Nauvoo; — Platt* 
vilie American.*

New Paper at Nauvoo. 

Wo have just got our eyes on the first and 
second nos. of the 1 Hancock Eagle ,* a new paper 
just started at Nauvoo. It professes to bo entire- 
ly disconnected with the Mormon Chuch. Tho 
profession is doubtless just, but in a very differ- 
ent sense than that intended by the editor. It is 
most decidedly Brighamiic. Its defence of tho 
Mormons, against the spirit of pcrsccusion and 
its advocacy of the supremacy of the law, is em- 
inently just, but its pretended faith in the moral 
purity of tho company just started into the wil- 
derness wo look upon as a mere cant and sheer 
hypocricy. Wc might attribute this to the un- 
suspecting credulity of a stranger if therfe were 
pot false statements in the paper where a stran- 
ger cannot be deceived ; this for instance ; “ the 
T xcelve (the soul of the institution) have gone ;

Wc have heard that two conferences had been 
held, in ^Nauvoo about- that time. Will the 
Hancock Eagle* tell us which was tho most nu- 
merously attended, that which was forgoing to 
California, alias to the western parts of Iowa.ot that 
which opposed to going ? Which aro the .most 
numerous in Nauvoo and the county at largo tho 
Brighamltcs or the “ premitivo Mormons ? Is it 
not true that even the quorum ofthe Twelve are 
now divided and a part of them engaged in preach, 
ing Strang the prophet and Voreo the place of 
gathering ? Moreover was not a letter from 
Briglmm Young read in that grand conference at 
tho Temple, telling tho Saints not to follow 
him but scatter among the Gentiles ?

At the April Conference of the Church of Je- 
sus Christ of Latter Dky Saints, resolutions 
were passed unanimously protesting against the 
sale of the Templet at Nauvoo and Kirtland, 
and expressing the opinion that the men who 
profess Xq ho trustees in trust at Nauvoo are not 
legally m office and have no right to convoy title 
to any property of the Church*. We caution all 
against purchasing church property of them*.

Where you havo 
doubtful and uncertain titles to your lands it is 
advisable that to avoid litigation and violence 
you sell them at what they will fetch ; and that 
you profer to sell bn the samo torms to the ad- 
verse claimant, rather than any other person, be- 
causo that will leave peace behind you, as well 
as bring it with you. Where your titles are 
good, continually offer the lands for sale at pri- 
ces decidedly moderate, until you get a bargain 
but don’t give away your lands. If you cannot 
sell at all, rent your lands on the best terms you 
can ; so that they ore taken care of, and you 
havo means to come to Voreo. If you have not 
the means of coming to Voree, but can move 
part way, take. the Mississippi route and seek 
employ in tho minoral country ; or the Illinois 

utc and.seck employ on tho Illinois and Michi- 
i Canal, and among tho farmers, tilt you can- 
gamer with your brethren. 

BuLrif you cannot, in any honest way, get tho 
moansTof leaving Hancock County, go to work 
there,' 4iko industrious peaceable citizens. Come 
as ooqn^as you are able ; but, until then, neither 
fight nor run. If men put torches to your hou- 
ses, don’t hurt them. If they threaten to kill 
you, don’t run from them. Non resistance is 
astrenger defenr * than all the artillery on earth 


If your enemies smith you bn ono ebook, turn to 
them the o$her. 

In selling lands you may consider good cattle, 
and harass,- fit for immediate service, as good ao 
cash at six months. All kinds .of property is 
good at its value at Voree, except guns and 
Watches. We are too poor to purchase watches 
and too peaceable to need guns, and neither will 
buy land of unbelievers. Nearly all kinds of 
personal property which yottmay have-on hand 
will bear transportation to this place.^ *

H/^To Correspondents. VVe have many 
communications on our hands which we de- 
sire to publish, but have not been able to find 
room. In'our next we hope to insert a no-

-in Nauvoo and Knox Co. Ills. 

QT/^Our beloved brother Wm. Smith 
one of the Twelve and the only survi- 
ving brother of the martyred Prophet, 
arrived in Voree with Bishop Wm. 
Marks a few days since. He is in good 
health and spirits; and is making arrange- 
ments to erect a house for his mother on 
a lot which a gentleman in the place has 
given him for that purpose. Br. Wil- 
liam will be ordained to the office of Pa 
iriarch to the whole church under the 
hands ofthefirst Presidency according to 
his inheritance and the blessing of his 
father. 

Character of Nauvoo. 

This is a ticklish subject to speak on, but so 
many errors prevail that wo can not excuse 
ourselves if we d o not try to. correct them. . 
We spent a short time there in the winter 
and spring of 1844 and found it the most in- 
dustrious, peaceful and orderly city weever^ 
visited. In a city of 15,000 inhabitants, 
there was doubtless more or less of crime, 
and'there was occasionally seen a sprink- 
ling of that dangerous population which in- 
fests every town on the Mississippi ; but the 
place appered toi be neither a home or a re- 
fuge to them. When the troubles began 
there iu June 1844, many of that class doubt- 
less come and joined hands with both parties 
(as. they do in ©very such fray,) not because 
they cared for either party, but because in 
times of violence there was opportunity for 
plunder. 

The following wintor the Charter of Nau- 
voo was taken awayjind the city, containing 
probably. 15,000 inhabitants, left without a 
government. That under such circmstanccs 
it should become the refuge and rendesvoux 
of the immence gang of plunders & blacklgs, 
who prowl up and down the Mississippi, wus 
a mere matter of course. And so it was. 
And Brigham, changing altogether to works 
. of wickedness became tho leador> of. that 
band, upon the same principle that the arch- 
angel fallen became' prince of Devils. — 
First in good if altogether corrupted, becomes 
first in wickedness. That he and several, of 
his, principal associates are as corrupt men 
ss can be found on earth, is beyond question, 
but they have had the shrewdness to conceal 
their conduct from theTmasses. These act 
as leaders- ia the western emigration and are 
surrounded by strong bands of the most des- 
perate and dangerouslnen to be found in the 
wester n valley, a very large majority of

Such are the fruits of ecclesiastical usur- 
udtion and Legislative imbecility. There is 
no excuse for the taking from Nauvoo its 
charter. 1 f the charter . was abused, Jet them 
so alter it as to prevent abuse. If need 
he, they could give the appointed , of all 
city officers to the ' Governor and’ "Senate,, 
and require that they be selected from dis- 
tant parts of the State. ‘ But in' refusing 
them a government they opened tlie flood- 
gates of vice, and invited civil' war. The 
public press in .charging the corruptions of 
that place on the masses does most gross in- 
justice. 

In our last number we published part of; 
Gov. Fords letter on the exile of the Mor- 
mons from Illinois. lit will, he perceived 
that he confesses his . inability “to see to the 
execution of the laws.'” .We think' he must be 
a little humiliated in making the confession. 
That a Gov. should acknowledge himself 
unable to protect the citizens of part of a 
State, or to enforce the laws in a particular 
county, shows either great imbecility or a 
very unsound public opinion,. ‘ Inthiscase 
we attribute it to the latter; but we think the 
Go\\ would , have shown his wisdom in 
mrching an armed force into Hancock Co . 
sufficiently strong to put down all opposition, 
and arresting every * violator of the law of 
what ever party, especially all who opposed 
the execution of the laws. If he could not 
get the force within the State he could ob- 
tain the aid of the U. S. force. 

And we think -the Legislature would have 
shown more \yisdom if instead of abolishing 
law in Hancock Co. it had rtferely with- 
drawn favoritism , and passed laws suitable 
to the emergency, throwing the whole ad- 
ministration of both City and Co. if necessa- 
ry into the hands of distinguished civillians 
from distant parts of the State. If people 
can not be found in the county to govern it 
by law , we think ill pf trusting them to gov- 
ern it without law. These thing are ulcers 
upon our Republican institutions. When 
shall we see the end of them? 

The Apostate Camp. — The avowed ob- 
ject of the camp in leaving the U. S. was to 
sot up an independent government. The 
plan was to send round to Californ ia from 
England and N. Y some ten thousand emi- 
grants, and to lead out by land to the Mis- 
souri River twenty five thousand. These 
were tobe established at the favorable points 
across the continent frormCouncil Bluff to the 
Bay of St. Francisco, and to act in conjunct- 
ion with the Indians in setting up an immense' 
empire. Among other provisions for this 
enlerprize the camp which left Nnuvoo took 
with them seventeen cannon and'an arma- 
mont sufficient for five times as many men, 
as went out. . The difficulties of so great 
an undertaking, the want of intelligent lea- 
ders and the unexpected opposition they have

tion. The presence of a very few U. S. . 
troops on the Missouri has rendered; it dfli-

They are yet' in the western 
part of Iowa and the leaders Jiave not only 
sloped there for the season but confess them- 
selves- at a. loss which way to go. .They are 
making an ^effort- to possdheir cannon se r 
cretly beyond theJU. S. torts, Tut, the suffering 
is so great, desertion so frequent and the pros- 
: >pect of accomplishing their, ultimate object 
so unpromising.thaUno change would sup rise 
us. Orson -Pratt has been trying to^cut 
loose; but .they would let him return only on 
leaving this family and property. * 

They have been generally unsuccessful in 
their ^ negotiations with the Indians. The- 
probabilily is that more tribes are .hostile to 
them "thenTriendly.. If no opposition should 
interpose itself except from the Indians we; 
do' not believe the camp would ever cross the .7 
mountains, as it is we expect to hear of their, 
beggars going through the; country to get 
help for them to save them, from starvation. 

Indian Hostilities.— A short time since anArkan- 
sas paper chronicled the fact that some Brighamite el- 
ders were among the Cherokee Indians inciting -them * 
‘against' the U. l S. 1 The latest, accounts are' that 
they show a hostile disposition. A brother Jwho sita 
beside us wasTpresent in secret council, in Nauvoo- 
some, time since, when the .Chamankees were spo; 
ken of as allies; a‘ delegation sent to visit them, and 
.measures taken to secure their fidelity. All this may 
work-the-destruction both-of-instigators and—instru- 
ments, but it will bring no good to any body. 

[CTJ. B. Backenstos, eheriffof Hancock county Ills, 
has been appointed by the President a captain in the 
t U. S. Army. A suitable reward for the zeal,, ener- 
gy, and courage exhibited by him in suppressing the 
mobs in that county last year. 

Pusillanimous Outrage. — Some of the Brigham - 
ites in Nouvoo recently went. out in disguise a few 
miles from the city and whiped a Mormon (Strang- 
le ) nearly to death. Immediately the Brighamite 
paper in Nauvoo cries out against the Anti -Mormons 
for commencing hostilities; arid their rowdies boast 
that the Antics know no differci.ee between the par- 
ties: of course they charge the outrage on the An-- 
ties.

“Voree is on the line of Racine and H al- 
worth counties, Wisconsin, at the spot where 
White river crosses the line. Tho main 
road from both Racine and Southport, to 
Elkhorn, Janesville, etc., to the Mississippi, 
and also to Beloit and Galena, passes White 
river here, it being the best and most travel- 
ed road in the Territory. The town plat is 
on the south end of Gardner’s Prairie, which 
is about one and a halt miles wide, and three 
miles long, and is from six io twenty feet a- 
bove the river, gently rolling, a very dry 
lime gravel soil. Several largo springs of 
clear water, perlectly unchanging both in 
volume and temperature, emerge from tho 
banks a few rods from the river. White 
river furnishes the most desirable water pow- 
er in the territory — twenty-five feet fall (by 
means of a canal) on a stream the extrenio 
rise and fall of which does not exceed eigh- 
teen inches, and constantly affording power 
for fifty run of stones. For mechanical pur- 
poses another power can bo had, on tho 
ryr>A stream, two miles above. One is al- 
ready occupied at the beautiful and flourish- 
ing village of Burlington, one mile below. 
Honey Creek and Sugar Creek, coming 
down on the north end of the prairie, giving 
additional facilities for manufactories. The 
prairie is sum unded by gentle hills from 
sixty to two hundred feet high, covered with 
timber, thus securing Voree and the whole 
prairie from the winds so unfavorable in prai- 
rie countries, and giving a beaiHiful and ro- 
mantic appearance to the place. The im- 
provement of the water power 


very rich and extensive wheat growing coun- 
try,' and having the benefit of pure water, 
and a most salubrious climate, with easy ac- 
cess to the eastern market by way of the 
lakes, (twenty-four miles from Racine) and 
to the southern by the Illiuois and Michigan 
canal, it evidently possesses very Superior 
advantages. Should they avoid the error*

Brother Hyde travels over the country to 
warn the Saints to beware of certain Elders 
whom he has corrupted and requires them 
to yield obedience to him, while he yet re- 
mains in his coiruptions, lest following after 
the teachings of those who have repented of 
the evils he yet abides in, they shall be cor- 
rupted by them. 

Going Out of thb Nation.— In Oct. 
1845, Brigham Young and his fellow usurpers 
put forth a proclamation, calling* on all the 
Saints to go out of this Nation, and hide 
themselves up in the Wilderness, beyond the 
Rocky Mountains till the indignation of God 
was past. They were required to go out of 
the Nation because of its intolerant and 
persecuting spirit, to a country where they 
could be governed by the laws of God, and 
the principles of true Freedom. (See their 
public proclamation.) 

In addition to this; Elders were sent 
privately to the branches to tell them that, 
the Indians would be sont down on the 
Frontiers, led by Warlike Elders to destroy 
the country, and execute vengeance on the 
people ; and unless they went with the Church 
they would fall with the Gentiles in the 
sweeping desolation. They have gone pct-^ 
haps one tenth the distance, and behold 500 
of them by counsel of Brigham arc enlisted 
into the U. S. service, to go and conquer 
Calilornia, the very place of their destination 
and add it to the U. S, .Going to fight the 
battles of the Nation from- which they are 
exiled by violence ; erilarge the boundaries 
of a country which they say is too persecu- 
ting for the Saints to lice in ; and fleeing 
from the power of those who killed the Pro- 
phet, and exiled them from their homes, arc 
ready to spill their own blood in extending its 
dominion over the very country in which 
they are seeking refuge. Oh shame ! where 
is thy blush. 

Consistency. — Hyde and Taylor, are 
very fearful lest the Saints shall go astray, 
consequently all the Saints are warned not 
to reject the Twelve in consequence of their 

iniquities, but to receive them without any 
evidence of their authority, because iniquity 
does not prove that they have no Priest-

Messrs Babbitt, Hey wood ana Fulmer. — I 
received your letter of to- day, by the hand 
of the black boy, and I may inform you that 
I cannot describe my feelings when I peru- 
sed its contents, such proscribed views as 
you have there advanced shows plainly that 
I am the agrieved party, wronged as l am 
out of a home, long promised to me by my 
son, and since his death the promises were 
renewed all last Summer and Winter, and 
the last thing that Brigham said to me was, 
l should have a home and be provided for, 
in all my wants, and I think now if he were 
here he would not do as you have done, but 
you restrict my conscience, put limits to my 
affections, threaten me with poverty, if I do 
not drive my children from my door because 
they resent insult and abuse, that has 
been heaped upon them without measure, 
but I grieve for them, I am old my feelings 
arc tender ! Yet l must not complain. No, 
although my children have been the Fathers 
and Founders of the Church, and spent their 
all in its service, yea have not withheld their 
lives, but have been sacrificed on the alter of 
Mobocracy and at the feet of wicked men, 
have boon torn from their widowed Mother. 
This is not enough but I am called upon to 
banish .from my home the few of my family 
who are left as my only solace, ao you so 
proudly and wickedly % ask me to do, or mv 
support shall be withheld from me, but thank 
kind Heaven that has implanted in my bosom 
affection which gold cannot buy, nnd which 
bribes cannot break the cords of affection 
that binds me to the children of my bosom 
even eternity itself cannot break, they are 
interwoven with the finest aiterieo of my 
heart, and the love that flows through, them ia 
the only principle that enlivens and cheers 
me in this vale of tears. You would have 
me forsake my children in order that you 
may give me a living, but let it not he said 
that in the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, a mother has to forfet all natures 
ties, to cut asunder the cord9 of affection 
that bind her to her children, or she shall 
not have a subsistence. Tell it not to the 
World, let it not bo heard among natures 
sons of tho forest. I think no Christian 
Spirit could have dictated such cold charity 


to me or aoy one who merits other treatment- 
A headless body has no life you say, but it 
may have pockets into which the head when 
in its place put the means of my subsistence. 
I do look for help somo way. Provide me 
a house and do as you think best, if I suffer 
more my God will plead my cause, some- 
thing mu3t be done for Spring is coming da. 
As to the head of the Church I am Mother 
and ask obedience to the Law of God, and 
all will be right and hone that feel os Joseph 
did will wroog_his Mother, his Brother, or 
his Sisters. What is done L. would like to 
have done immediately. Give mo a deed to 
a house and lot and advance the Quarterly 
sum. A part of my family have left mo to- 
day and I expect William to begone soon 
and he will go and como as the Lord directs 
him. I wish to be cultivating n garden soon, 
I have no means, no food but coarso corn 
meal and I am old and feeble in health. — 
Will you call and sec me and talk on these 
affairs* » As to William tie is my aon and 
he has rights. As to dhe twelve you~say 
they have rights, but who .shall decide be- 
tween them. Are you the judgo. The 
Twelve speak against William, and William 
speaks in his own defence. You say ho 
slanders them, he says they have sladdorcd 
him and robbed him of his rights and done 
other things as well but l shall leavo these 
things to one who is a just God and will 
measure to all men their just deserts in tho 
day of accounts. As to the merits of my 
children none are more worthy to fiavo an 
inheritance in the city of Joseph and you aro 
now living on tho labor of their hands. I 
will not speak of this furt her , as it excites 
ray tender feelings, to think that any should 
be so heartless as to consider that after their 
labors for years in sickness, in persecution, 
and perils by sea and land, aud suffering pri- 
vations and the loss of all thing to protect 
tbo Prophet my son and build up tho King- 
dom of God, and now they are not worthy 
of an inheritance.

For with much long suffering and pu.ticiice 
had l wailed on them and warned them, and 
sent my servants unto them ; and with judg- 
ments had rebuked them ; and they would 
not return unto me. And all their usurpa- 
tions and lyings, and false teaching have been 
an abominntion unto me, and a stink in my 
nostrils ; and their unlawful administrations 
has been as naught before me ; and therein 
have'l judged them with grievous sickness 
and sore judgments ; therefore* are they ut- 
terly cast out. But all who have hearkened 
unto my voice, and gave heed unto my words 
before 1 cast out those who polluted my holy 
city, and all who will harken to the st/ong 
testimony,' which my servants, the Eiders 
have carried out, and not altogether reject 
my words, which I huve spoken by the mouth 
of’ rny servants in these last days ; even they 
shall be preserved in the bosom of my 
Church, and shall be taught in the way of 
truth.

set above them. And- appoint them to the 
several quorums and offices of the t hurcb> 
and if they become disobedient aiid re- 
bellious they- shall be mmoved~and~fiihcrs- 
pui in their places. And thia shall yo do ia 
wisdom and with pnjvleiice, but the ' First 
Presidency yc shall appoint by my word only 
for this is a law unto you. * 


KIUTLANU.

The usurpers huvq^brmight a suit 
against them, and after preparing tho cause 
for trial they withdrew tho suit and paid up 
tho cost/ leaving the true Church in possess- 
ion «Ftno Temple. Moreover the organi- 
zation includes nearly every person in- Kirn 
land who bold a standing in any of the par- 
ties into which tho Church has been di- 
vided.

We have for sometime contemplated pub- 
lishing a? i article reviewing the foundations 
of Rigdonism but have delayed it from time 
fo time fur want of room, until it has become 
needless Higdon’s cause is lost. His or- 
ganization is broken up and will never bo 
renewed. There" was much of honesty, in- 
tegrity and talent in his. organization, but it 
was not the true church. It was a fin« edi- 
fice built on a rotten foundation. As the 
foundation sunk the superstructure fell in 
pieces and no man can rebuild it. 

Truth cannot be built up on a lie, Rigdon, 

4 was one of tho First Presidency and as such 
was above the Twelve, (i). & C §. 3d. 
p;^12— § L04 p. 7th.) and had a right to pre- 
\s>de over tho Church and the High Council, 
- ia the absence of Joseph Smith or his duly 
^pointed successor ( D. & C. sec. 5tb, p. 
1 '^Sth. But this does not make him the succes- 
of § or give him ihe First Presidency. The 
moment be set up that claim be became a 


usurper. ^And^when he orgau-Z*id new 
church April, 6th. 1845. the falsityof his po- 
sition became^ too ob.vious, (^>ee ; L). ,:&TC. 
§. 7th, UV 20 85,, p. 3d.) I’he arguments 
now relied upon .in Higdons.. favui. by his few 
remaining fjillbwe/s arc about as Pediculous 
asthose relied on by the Brighamites. The 
chief reliance seems to be on §. 85 of the 
D, C. par, 3d, which says that Sidney Rig- 
doh and K. -G. Williams areaccounted equal 
with Joseph in holding the Keys of this last 
Kingdom, which w.as introduced Apnljv6th, 
1830. not 1845. It is difficult te.preceive 
on what ground any -one can imagine this 
to make Rigdon the First President, of .the 
Church It gives Joseph the keys of tne 
Kingdom, for, time and eternity. It gives 
Rigdon the same at present but with no as- 
surance for the future. It recognizes in Jo- 
seph the oracles, Jhe’ word of God, the keys 
of mysteries, .aneffi revelations, and leaves 
Rigdon, and Williams, to receive the word of 
God, through the administration of Joseph, 
thus putting them under him insteacj of ma- 
king. _the m__s u <; ces sor _ t o him -So Rigdon 

understood the r«Vf*lation, and so he acted 
from 1833 to 1844. Unless this be the true 
construction of ihe revelation his whole litc 
for 1 1 years is but a living lie. 

We have got. now a record of some forty 
prophecies mad * by him within 2 years, 
Tne time for the fulfilment. of a score of them 
is passed and; not one is fulfilled, but we 
have not thought proper to show him up on 
them for two reasons. First the breaking 
up of his organization renders it unnecessary, 
second, Rigd.m, i«* insane, is a mere mono- 
maniac r l he tilings he has done no man of 
his talent ever did while in his right mind. 
There is no mistake ab«iuOhese matters, 
and no room for any two opinions. He is 
as certainly new a maniac as he has one 
spark of honesty or one grain of common 
sense. 

THE TEMPLES. 

There has been much feeling among the 
Saints about the Temples, and many fears 
entertained lest we should h ose them through 
tlie machinations of wicked men, and the 
usurpations of apostates. In regard to the 
titles to the Temples, there need be no un- 
easiness. T^^ands on which they were 
erected, were^conveyed to Joseph Smith, 
“ sole Truster, m trust /or the Church ,” and 
to his “ Successors' in the First Presidency'* 
and as Janies J. Strang is the successor in 
the Presidency and no body else' holds that 
office or pretends to hold it, there can be no 
difficulty as to ihe title, whatever there may 
be as to the. possession. 

The Temple at Kirtland is in possession 
of our Brethren of the true order. The 
Brigliamites brought a suit against them, out 
on examination of title deediTihey withdrew 
the suit, paid up the costs, and left the house 
of God in the possession of his children. 

The deed of the Kirtiund Temple is to 
“ Joseph SmitL Junior, and his successor in 
the office of Presidency* 1 of the Church, “ in 
trust for the use of the members of the 
Church aforesaid, according to the articles

Church in 1 that place ts' united in a most 
i thorough * and^perfect organization. The 
Bishop is a very efficient man : take things 
all in all there was never a time when the 
true Church was in iess danger wif loosing 
their Temples. Law, r.gni, possession, 
unity of brethern and public opinion are iu 
our favor. Various movements have been 
.made of' late- to get the Temple out ol the 
hands of the Presidency, into the hands of 
Trustees appointed bv some other means. 

But, tha acts having all been done subsequent 

to the vesting of the title in the Presidency, 
can not .divest it of its title., , . J 

The Church was organized in Illinois 
under a statute of that State for the purpose 
of holding real estate &c, in a corporate 
capacity, by. making Joseph Smith, Trustee 
in manner following :

Capita- 
lists are not much disposed to buy a mere 
naked possession without even a shadow of 
title. And until Babbit Haywood & Ful- 
mer, can show that they are successors to 
Joseph Smith, in the Firsr* Presidency they 
cannot set up any pretence to title to the 
Temple, or other Church property. All we 
ask of the Brighamites, is that they 'will not 
bum the Temple down and lay it to the mob* 
We will risk the legal right.

CONFERENCE MINUTES. 

Minutes of a General Conference of the 

Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 

Saints, congregated at the' City of \oree, 

Oct. 6th and 19th inclusive. 

Oct. 6. Conference convened at the usu- 
al hour, when Aaron Smith was, on motion, 
appointed President pro tempore, and Josiah 
Mainwaring Clerk. Preaching by Jehiel 
Savage, of the Twelve, and Elder Samuel 
Phelps. Adjourned* 

Oct. 7. Conference opened by prayer, 
after which the Delegates proceeded to report 
the branches. p 

(Representation omitted for want of room ) 

Gen. Bennett read an extract of a letter 
from President Strang, requesting the con- 
ference to do no business, excepting the 
preaching of the Gospbl, until' his arrival. 
Agreed to by the President pro tempore, 
Aaron Smith. Adjourned. 

Oct. 8. Conference met pursuant to ad- 
journment. Prayer by S. Phelps. Elder 
Collins Pemberton commenced the discussion 
of controverted points, to which Gen. Ben- 
nett objected ; whereupon it was resolved 
that Elder Phelps preach. Preaching con- 
tinued, on regular adjournments from time 
to time, until the 12th. 

Oct. 12. Conference met, and adjourned 
until Monday, the 14th, at 3 o’clock, for the 
arrival of President Strang. 

Oct. 14. Conference met pursua&Lto ad- 
journment, whereupon James J. Strang, (on 
motion of Gen. Bennett, unanimously sus- 
tained by the conference), assumed the pre- 
sidency, and proceeded to give a detailed ac- 
count of his mission to the eastern cities. 

Adjourned to Monday 19th, at ten o’clock. 

Oct. 19. Conference met pursuant to ad- 
journment, President Strang in the chuir.< 
Prayer by John C. Gaylord. 

On motion of Gen. Bennett, unanimously 
sustained by tho conference, Gilbert W atson, 
general church clerk, assumed the clerkship. 

The proceedings of the special conference, 
at Kirtland, of Aue. 6th, 7th, 8th, and Oth, 
were presented by President Strang. 

On motion of Gen. Bennett, resolved 
unanimously, that this general conference 
cordially approve of the re-organization of 
the stake ot Kirtland, and of the proceedings 
of its special conference. 

The instructions given to tho mission to 
England were read by President Strang, 


which were, on motion of John Gaylord, 
president of the elders’ quorum, unanimously 
approved. 

President Strang presented the organiza- 
tion of the Philadelphia branch, which wero, 
on motion of Benjamin C. Elsworih, senior 
president of the Seventy’s quorum, unani- 
mously appro\ed. 

President Strang presented the organiza- 
tion of the Boston branch, as arranged by 
Elder George J. Adams end himscif, which 
was, on motion of Gen. Bcnnott, unanimous- 
ly approved. " 

President Strang presented the organiza- 
tion of the New York City branch, which 
was, on motion of Nathan Stool, unanimous- 
ly approved. 

President Strang presented the subject of 
the Russia mission, which was postponed 
until the next April conference, for want of 
the necessary papers. 

On motion of Gen. Bennett, the mission to 
the Pacific was approved and continued. 

President Strang introduced the subject of 
the India mission, with appropriate remarks, 
which were continued at some length by El- 
ders Elsworth, Sumneiv-and others ; where- 
upon, on motion of Benjamin C. Elsworth, 
president of the Seventies, President Strong 
was vested with lull powers to carry out the 
mission, and the mission was unanimously 
and enthusiastically approved. 

Gen. Bennett said that ho was a warm per- 
sonal friend of President Rigdon, and that 
he had ever held him in high estimation, and 
did not wish the conference to lake any harsh 
measures in relation to him— he moved, 
therefore, 

That President Strong enquire of the Lord 
in relation to the final disposition of Presi- 
dent Rigdon’s case. Carried unanimously. 

Gen. Bennett observes that he was^ap- 
pointed, ordained, anJ, anointed to the pon- 
tiiicate of the church, on the 19th January, 
1841, and continued tn said office, as Joseph 
Smith’s coadjutor, until the 17th May, 1842, 
when he withdrew as follow* : 

- May 17 . 1842 . 

*• Brothei James Sloan,— 

ii You will be so good as to permit Gen, 
Bennett to withdraw his name from the 
church record, if he desire* to do to, and 
this with the best of feeling* towards you 
and Gen. Bennett. 

••JOSEPH SMITH.’’ 

‘‘In accordance with the above, I have 
permitted Gen. Bennett to withdraw him 
membership from the church of Jesus Christ 
,pf Latter Day Saints tins 17th day of May, 


1812, the best of feeling* subsisting between 
nl! parties. JAMES SLOAN* 

General Church Clerk and Recorder/’ 

He further stated that on the 7th of April, 
1841, J*e was appointed to the first presiden- 
cy of the church, as stated in the Times and 
Seasons, Vol. IL, No. 12, page 387, as fol- 
lows : 

»VGen. JL C. Bennett was presented with 
thn first presidency, as assistant president, 
until President Uigdon’s health should be re- 
stored.” 

This was dune at die general oonferance, 
and he continued to officiate in that office 
(in addition to his own station a* pontiff, un- 
til the 17 ih May, 1842 ; after which George 
J. Adams occupied said place in the first 
presidency up to the time of Jueeph’* death* 
Ho contended that brother Adams was one 
of tho sons of thunder in the church, audhed 
done as much good as any other man ou 
earth — ho therefore moved. 

That this general conference do fully, 
freely, and cordially receive and sustain 
brother George J. Adam* in alt the offices 
to which He was appointed by Joseph Smith, 
and which are recognised by President Jame» 
J. Strang. Carried unanimously by accla- 
mation. ~ 

On motion of John Gaylord, resolved, that 
a committee be appointed to provide ways 
and means for the removal of ^VR>t her Smith 
to Voree ; wborcopon John Gaylord, Gor- 
don Brown, ami Duty Griffith were appoint- 
ed said committee. 

Gen. Bennett stated tlasl he had been ac- 
quainted with Dr. Williom fv. McLelkm for 
about fifteen year*— -that Dr. MoLellm wav 
one of Joseph's original Twelve, and was 
one of the tnmn talented, enterprising, ami 
worthy brethren in the church, with an un- 
sullied refutation — he therefore moved. 

That Dr. William K. .Me Leltin be cordial- 
ly welcomed to the bosom of the (rue church, 
and received mid sustained »n his aportafc 
office, to which he was re- ordained and coo . 
firmed by President Strang. Carried ufiani- 
mously. 

♦Geti. Bennett remarked that be had lung 
been acquainted with Dr. Samuel Bennett, 
the escutcheon of whose tame bndnevir been 
spotted by the venom of the slanderer’* 
tongue— ^he therefore moved. 

That this conference gladly receive and 
sustain Dr. Samuel Bennett as one of the

It is well known to many of the brethren 
that the prophet Joseph, a short time before 
his death, undertook to establish a mission 
among the -Indians, and place it upon a per- 
manent foundation. For this purpose he de- 
signed making a small settlement among 
them, establishing trade and the arts neces- 
sary for their intellectual- culture and moral 
improvement, as well as a place ol gather- 
ing instruction ; and where poor brethren, 
who are willing to devote themselves to the 
improvement and salvation of their less fa- 
vored fellow creatures, can have their fami- 
lies with the n, and the free enjoyment of the 
soil without molestation, and in peace with 
all the world. 

This measure the president has never lost 
sight oi. The place for such a work has al- 
ready been pointed out by the finger of God, 
and measures for itsr occupation are now 
far advanced. The present prospect is, that 
a* large mission, fully provided, will be on 
the ground early next spring* The situation 
is a most delightful on*, in immediate prox- 
imity to vast numbers oi Indians, and secuio 
from molestation of any kind. 

* President Strang has had an -interview 
with the representatives of fifteen tribes of 
of Indians, and found them prepared to. re- 
ceive the work- The proper authorities 
have been consulted in the matter, and no oh- 
lection is raised in any quarter. The matter 
will be more fully laid before the branches 
> by messengers specially instructed— i*i the 
. premises, and holding their commissions 


fromYlte first presidency, who alone are nu- 
thorizedUp^ act in esta bl ish mg the mission . 

Elder ‘George : J. Adams has been appoint- 
ed^ by revelation, a member of the first.pres--

We are informed that Orson Hyde, be- 
fore leavTng the camp near Council Bluffs, . as 
a last effort to destroy the churches which he 
cannot rule, has made a tool of an Indian 
whom he has baptized and ordained to go out 
among the churches,. and call himself a La- 
manite prophet. We presume it is not one 
of the same’v two Indians whom Brigham 
Young employed to murder Col. Dunlmm, 
but do not certainly know. He is, at least, 
one of those to whom Col. Dunham was 
sent by ordination, under the hands of Jo- 
seph Smith, and his murder was for nothing 
but-refusing to resign that authority. 

President G. J. Adams has charge of the$ 
churches in the New England States, New 
Brunswick, and Nova Scotia. 

Elder Samuel Bennett has apostolic charge 
at presenfin the city of New York, and the 
adjacent country. 

Elder John E. Page has suffered long and 
painful sickness the past season, and is just 
getting in health again. A little assistance 
would bring him again into a rich field of 
usefulness, where his talents eminently qual- 
ify him for success.

Rouben “is a 
groat man of the kind,” but the kind is very 
peculiar, Brighamite, and terrestrial. “The 
secret of the Lord is with them that fear him; 
nod he will show them his covenant.” But 


neither the Lord or any one else has shown 
it to-Reuben Miller.* 

. We perceive from the Warsaw Signal of 
Oct. 13 that all the Mormons have at length' 
left Nauvoo, and .that Ihe mob have dUperaed 
and gone to l heir several places of abode 
with t io pleasing reflection that they have 
robboj, murdered anddriven thousands from. 
their homes and property. A number have 
beeifc-.wouuded on both sides, and oue or two 
killed, after which the folluwttg propositions 
wore submitted on the part -of tne Morfrioris : 

First. That all the w rits on each sido should 
bo delivered into the hands of Mr. Bray man, and 
to be by hini execuUuLor destroyedas- -youseefiii 

Second. All bodies of armed men in this 
county, except the troops sent here by the Go- 
vernor, be discharged, and go to their homes im- 
mediately. 

Third. That such of the Mormons as have re- 
turned from the other side of the river, leave im- 
mediately, and proceed on their journey; 

Fourth. That entire peace be restored to tins 
county, and this place, and tho lcadingjmti- 
Mormons give assurance to the world, Undertheir 
hand, that in case the Mormon property should 
be sold, and they leave, that the anti-Mormons 
will, to the utmost of their power, preserve harm- 
less such property as shall be sold; 

Fifth. Thatiu case these things shall bedom\ 
and tho Temple can ho sold, or other property to 
-the amount of $75,000, that no Mormon who 
follows the council of the twelve shall be left in 
Hancock county after the first of December next, 
except a committee of some five or six to sell 
such property as shall remain pihsold. 

In uiiswerto the abovo, the following were 
offered as the best terms which could be 
agreed to : — 

First. The Mormons shall surrender” their 
arms into the possession of some responsible per- 
son in Quincy or St. Louis, to be re-delivered 
upon their leaving the suite. 

Second. They shall leave the state or disperse 
in sixty days. 

[The two foregoing proportions will uot be 
receded from or enlarged.] - - 

Third. Thai a force suificient he stationed in 
Nauvoo by the Governor, for the protection of 
all parties — that one half the expense of said 
force he paid by the citizens of, and tho other 
half by tho citizens out of, Nauvoo. 

Fourth. In case of accepting the foregoing* 1 
would recommend to tho Governor the collection 
of the state arms in the co^ty. 1 

To which Mr. Singloton added : — 

When I sa> to you the Mormon* must go, 1 
speak the minds of the camp and the country. 
They can leave without injury to themselves or 
their property ; but I say to you, sir. vvith ali 
candor they — they rnnyltX the time within 

3ixty days, or 1 shall fix" it for them. 

Other resolutions wore ottered on both 
3idos t the Mormons proposing to leave the 
state immediately providing (hat they be paid 
75,000 dollnrs for tho Temple .and other 
property, btft* nothing could bo ogrcod on 
bolwcon the parties until after n collision 
took place, when the following were signed 
by each and carried into e fleet . 

First. Tho city of Nauvoo will surrender. 
Tho force of Col. Brockman to enter and take* 
possession of, tho city to-morrow, the 17th ©f 
September, at 3 o’clock, p. m. 

Second. The arms \o be delivered to the Quincy 



committee, to bo retiyrned on ,the crossing of the 

river. _ , . ■ 

Third. The Quincy committee pledge them*- 
selves to use their influence for the protection of 
persons and property from all violence, and the 
officers of the camp and the men pledge them- 
selves to protect all persons and property from 
violence. , * 

Fourth. The sick and helpless to be protected 
and treated with humanity. . 

Fifth. The Mormon population of the city to 
leave the state, or disperse as soon as they can 
cross the river. ' > 

. Sixth. Five men, including the trustees of the 
church, and their clerks, with their families, 

( Wm. Pickett not one of the number,) to be per- 
mitted to remain in the city for the disposition of 
property, free from all molestation -and- personal- 
violence. 

Seventh. Hostilities to cease immediately, and 
ten. men of the Quincy committee, to enter the 
city in the execution of their duty as soon as they 
think proper. v 

Rumo/s were afloat that serious dumoge 
had been done lo the temple, but we have 
been informed that the injuriesare but trifling 
and may easily be repaired. We have no 
fears about their selling the temple as any 
title given by them could be of no value 
whatever. 

Interesting in Relation to the Jews —The 
London Jewish Chronicle, of June llith, publishes 
the contents of an interesting letter from Jerusalem. 
The brethren of the ten triheb. it 6eems, are to be 
hunted out, and for this purpose the Jews in England 
intend to exert a hearty co-operation with those set- 
tled in other lands. On the IGth of May, a letter ar- 
rived in London from the synagogue authorities of 
Sapheth, aaying that in consequence of important 
information having reached them as to the country 
where the brethren of the ten tribes arc to be found, 
a resolution was immediately passed to elect from 
their congregation a man ready and capable for a 
mission to that country. They appeal to the Jeru- 
salem Jews for co-operation, and also to select in 
Jerusalem one from the Sephardm (Portuguese) 
Jews, and one from the Ashkennsim (German and 
Polish) Jews, and to send the three messengers to- 
gether, who will have lo travel (or several months 
through enormous deserts. 

Itm fca-Ki that these ten tribes con^l.tutc an empire 
of their own, have their own king, and possess great 
quantities of ammunition. 'They are of high stature, 
and have altogether an athletic appearance. They 
are generally orcuplcd with the KhJjnhi, are strictly 
religious, and very wealthy, being in possession of 
many gold mines. They do not permit a foreigner 
to settle among them : even the sojourn of a few 
dtysc&n be obtained only by the payment of an enor- 
mous tax, with ihe creep: ion of leruclitea, who arc 
received as friends, permclted to rc side among them 
and are altogether recognized as thrirown brethren. 
The synagogue authorities of Jerusalem have con- 
sented to the mission, though they will have to incur 
a heavy expense which eo long a journey requires.* — 
Boston Tranacn p t .
